STRATEGY ALONG THE RHINE 
One of the most significant news dispatches to come 
out of the Allied Rhenish front is a quiet-spoken little 
three-sentence item say ing that German civilians are 
evacuating their homes in the Duisburg sector to make 
room for Lt. Gen. Simpson’s Ninth U. S. Army to cross 
the Rhine. 
That’s about all, ex cept that they are “ taking their 
immediate personal effects along on wagons, bicy cles, 
pushcarts, overflowing baby carriages and on their 
backs.” 
Our map tells us that this sector on the w'est 
bank of the Rhine is just across from the Ruhr—heart 
of Hitler’s war industries — and lies opposite Essen, 
where the world famous Krupp armament works are 
situated. 
Thus without sensational headline, DeWitt Mac­ 
kenzie, Associated Press war analy st say s, we are given 
a hot tip that the operations on the western front are 
moving rapidly towards the climax which will precipi­ 
tate further Allied crossings of the Rhine. One can well 
believe that the position of our Remagen bridgehead has 
speeded preparations for the amphibious attacks further 
north. 
Of course we have a large and well equipped force 
across the river, and it is ex panding its holding well, but 
obviously it can’t be left to fight a little war of its own 
to the east of the Rhine. 
This is especially true now 
that the big steel railway bridge has collapsed, thus de­ 
priving us o f inva lua b le 
means o f transporting heavy 
eq uip ment to the b rid g ehea d . 


TIME FOR VICTORY GARDENS 
The balmy weather of the past week started scores 
of Warren homeowners at work getting Victory Gardens 
in shape. As a matter of fact many were surprised to 
find that the earth is rapidly rounding into shape for 
tilling. 
Victory Gardens and home canning will be more im­ 
portant this y ear than any y ear of the war, according 
to War Food Administrator Marvin J ones. 
As the time approaches for more than 18 million 
families to start digging, the Victory Garden Associa­ 
tion urges careful planning. 
Plot y our rows on paper, 
they say , to make sure y ou will plant enough of the 
vegetables that were popular with the family last y ear, 
less of those that were wasted. 
With seed and fertilizer on hand, tools ready , a 
gardner can begin his spading as soon as the soil 
crumbles in his fingers. 
Hardy radishes, spring onions, 
lettuce, can be planted at least a month ahead of the 
last frost.

During the next few months a 
new and complete survey of the 
Allegheny River valley will be 
made by U. S. Engineers. The sur­ 
vey is to be made under the new 
river and harbors act, approved 
March 2. 
No word has been given 
out by the chief engineer relative 
to the purpose of the survey. The 
Allegheny river is the only one 
mentioned in the act which auth­ 
orizes the Secretary of W ar to 
cause 
preliminary 
examinations 
and surveys to be made. 
Just where the survey will start 
on the lower end is not known but 
it is presumed th at it will have its 
origin a t E ast Brady as the river 
has been surveyed and is navig­ 
able to th at place. 
E ast Brady is 
70.07 miles above the confluence 
with the Monongahela river at 
Pittsburgh and tows and boats can 
reach E ast Erady or slightly above, 
almost to Monterey. 
From E ast 
Brady to Olean is approximately 
190 miles.- 
The river rises in Potter county, 
N. Y.. at an elevation of 2250 feet 
and drains a watershed of 77.775 
miles ancj from Olean to W arren 
has a tall of 3.5 feet per mile; from 
W arren to Oil City the fall is 3.3 
per mile and from Oil City to E ast 
Brady the fall is 2.3 feet per mile. 
There are at the present time in 
operation IO dams on the river 
with lock arrangem ents so th at 
tows and boats can ascend in good 
shape. 
Agitation is being made 
for additional dams and locks on 
the river and the Allegheny River 
Improvement Association is work­ 
ing to that end. 
However the 
Carnegie Steel Company which ha.'; 
been one of the main boosters for 
navigation now has access to its 
limestone mines a t Bradys Bend, 
the Davidson Iron Company can 
reach its mines at Templeton and 
they may be missing as prime 
movers in the project. 
The Pittsburgh river boosters 
who are clamoring for flood con­ 
trol in tile valley are working 
tooth and nail to have the Alle­ 
gheny Reservoir 
(Kinzua 
Dam) 
erected as soon as possible. 
This 
coupled with other flood control 
projects in the Allegheny river 
watershed will in years to come 
greatly control floods in the valley. 
There are few who realize that 
tile Allegheny river furnishes iive- 
sixths of the water for the Ohio 
river. 
From this observation it 
can be gathered th at most of the 
Hood waters that assail Pittsburgh 
and the entire Ohio Valley pour 
out of tile Allegheny river and if 
controlled would solve much of the 
trouble from high water. 
In the 
recent high water it was estim at­ 
ed that the flood control dams now 
in use held the Walt vs down three 
feet and in the city of Pittsburgh 
alone saved $4,000,000.

STRATEGY ALONG THE RHINE 
One of tile most significant news dispatches to come 
out of the Allied Rhenish front is a quiet-spoken little 
three-sentence item saying that German civilians are 
evacuating their homes in the Duisburg sector to make 
room for Lt. Gen. Simpson’s Ninth U. S. Army to cross 
the Rhine. 
That’s about all, except that they are “taking their 
immediate personal effects along on wagons, bicycles, 
pushcarts, overflowing baby carriages and on their 
backs.’' Our map tells us that this sector on the west 
bank of the Rhine is just across from the Ruhr— heart 
of Hitler’s war industries 
and lies opposite Essen, 
where the world famous Krupp armament works are 
situated. 
Thus without sensational headline, Dewitt Mac­ 
Kenzie, Associated Press war analyst says, we are given 
a hot tip that the operations on the western front are 
moving rapidly towards the climax which will precipi­ 
tate further Allied crossings of the Rhine. One can well 
believe that the position of our Remagen bridgehead has 
speeded preparations for the amphibious attacks further 
north. 
Of course we have a large and well equipped force 
across the river, and it is expanding its holding well, but 
obviously it can’t be left to fight a little war of its own 
to the east of the Rhine. 
This is especially time now 
that the big steel railway bridge has collapsed, thus de­ 
priving u s o f invaluable means of transporting heavy 
equipment to the bridgehead. 


TIME FOR VICTORY GARDENS 
The balmy weather of the past week started scores 
of Warren homeowners at work getting Victory Gardens 
in shape. As a m atter of fact many were surprised to 
find that the earth is rapidly rounding into shape for 
tilling. 
Victory Gardens and home canning will be more im­ 
portant this year than any year of the war, according 
to War Food Administrator Marvin Jones. 
As the time approaches for more than 18 million 
families to start digging, the Victory Garden Associa­ 
tion urges careful planning. 
Plot your rows on paper, 
they say, to make sure you will plant enough of the 
vegetables that were popular with the family last year, 
less of those that were wasted. 
With seed and fertilizer on hand, tools ready, a 
gardner can begin his spading as soon as the soil 
crumbles in his fingers. Hardy radishes, spring onions, 
lettuce, can be planted at least a month ahead of tile 
last frost.

I I T A SHI NGTO N - The Associa- 
' » or American Railroads doesn’t 
like it. A great many of the mem­ 
bers of that division of the Army 
.Service Forces known as railway 
operating battalions don’t like it 
either. 
I mean the reflection on the 
Transportation 
Corps 
that 
has 
cropped up over here because of 
the publicity given those black 
m arket courts martial in France. 
Many of the men convicted of 
theft of Army supplies for sale at 
fabulous prices in tho black m ar­ 
kets came from one of the railway 
operating battalions. 
They are justified in not lik­ 
ing it. 
a a a 
"PH E thievery of needed supplies 
* and even such morale .supplies 
as cigarettes a n d c a n d y is a 
shameful as well as a criminal 
thing. In seine cases, as in the 
ease of thefts of vitally needed 
gasoline, it could even be a m ur­ 
derous thing. 
But to condemn the Army as a 
whole or any corps in it for the 
activities cf this criminal element 
is very wrong. 
Army officials in france ancj 
her® have pointed this out. FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover has 
pointed this out, explaining on 
several occasions that he isn’t 
nearly as worried about the com­ 
paratively small criminal element 
in the Army as he is in the army 
of possible juvenile delinquents 
growing up here at home. 
Reports reaching here are that 
the railway operating battalions 
have been doing on the whole an 
excellent job in France and Bel­ 
gium, fighting the war in their 
way just as hard as the boys up 
front.

One such report, now in the 
railroad association files, for ex­ 
ample, is from Cant. G. O. Lar- 
j mer, of tho 723rd Railway Oper- 
j ating Battalion. 
“Originally, we o p e r a t e d a 
stretch of double track lines of 
I about sixty miles, but as we con­ 
tinued to improve and became the 
best battalion in the European 
theater, we were given the terri­ 
tory formerly operated by anoth­ 
er battalion so that we now have 
double track line for 120 miles 
and two major terminals. 
“In Stars and Stripes in Febru­ 
ary,” continues the captain, “it 
was r e p o r t e d that the 723rd 
f moved an estimated 833,498 long 
I tons of supplies over its 120 miles 
of rail during the four months 
; ending Dec. 21.« 
# 
• 
“I V E HAVE had two wrecks and 
in each instance the main 
I lines were cleated in record time, 
j In one wreck nine cars of ammu­ 
nition and powder were blown 
up, but in the same wreck. 21 cars 
were salvaged under hazardous 
conditions. It is possible that the 
men involved in that salvage will 
be cited. 
"We d , keep 'em rolling.” 
There is much more to the cap­ 
tain’s report. The 723rd is the 
“Union Pacific Battalion,” most of 
j the men having worked on that 
line before the war. The captain 
takes pardonable pride not only 
in the way they have “kept 'em 
• rolling” but in the fact that his 
battalion allo has had excellent 
j relations with the French civil­ 
ians. 
There’s no doubt about it. The 
men who are wining to delay vic­ 
tory or forget their humanitarian­ 
ism to gratify their own selfish 
interests are in a very, very small 
I minority in this man’s Army.
